"Then he which had 
received the on e talen t came 
an d said, lord, I kn ew th a t thou 
a rt a hard m an , reapin g where 
thou didst n ot sow an d g ather­ 
in g where thou didst n ot scatter.

It is 
n o credit just to keep on a dead 
level an d n ever climb; the cause 
of failure is often attributed to 
an other.

LABELS FOR PEOPLE. 
A police commissioner in one of our large 
cities recently made a statement, predicting that 
within a few years ev ery citizen will be required 
to carry a card bearing his photograph, finger 
prints, name, address, occupation and other items 
of interest to the police. 
In other words, ev ery indiv idual, in a sense, 
would be considered in the rogue's gallery, so as 
to speak . The plan is offered as one against the 
crime wav e, which strik es at the larger cities, 
and may be useful in those communities. 
We hav e laws against false labels on money, 
food and drugs; laws against false adv ertising 
of any k ind of merchandise, laws protecting the 
registration of liv estock and poultry. Nearly ev ­ 
erything from the outside world admitted to the 
American home is in some way guaranteed by 
law to be genuine. 
The sole exception is the 
stranger.

JAZZ AGE WISDOM. 


Some time ago* a national magazine inv ited 
the country to lock the car up for the ev ening, 
disconnect the radio, chok e the jazz horn, use 
the phonograph as a desk , and write a code of 
morals for the modern child. The code has been 
published and widely approv ed. 
Here it is in 
brief: 
* “If I want to be a happy, useful citizen, I 
must hav e courage and hope, wisdom, industry, 
and good hobits, k nowledge and usefulness, truth! 
and honesty, hcalthfulness and cleanliness, help -| 


decide candidates for state legislatures, which 
will conv ene in the early p art of 19 31, and al­ 
ready these candidates are v oicing an opinion 
that a general agreement prev ails that fewer, 
and better laws are needed. 
If this belief prev ails during the sessions, the 
people will hav e won ov er the lawmak ers, and 
there will hav e been an immense gain. There 
are too many law mak ers in the United States, 
and there are too many laws. 
Federal and state 
statutes in effect number about 200,000. If coun­ 
ty, city and v illage ordinances be added, the total 
is estimated by legal authorities at 2.000.000, and 
the list has been increasing rapidly. 
More laws mak e more lawsuits. The decisions 
in federal and state courts already are so num ­ 
erous that each year 600 v olumes arc required 
for their publication. The Washington National 
Budget Committee says that “laws multiply until 
no liv ing man can carry in his memory more 
than a v ery small proportion of our federal laws 
alone.” 
Many of the statutes, of course, es- j 
smitial to protect human and property rights, j 
i But no sane observ er can believ e that people j 
would not be able to get along with less legisla- ; 
Ition and still be safeguarded in all essential re- 
ations. Fewer laws and better ones is a worthy 
imbition for any legislature.

Mrs. Hay collap sed at the tele­ 
p hone, according to newsp ap er 
disp atches at that time, but her 
husband, D. W. Hay , took up the 
conversation. 
“If my boy has given up his 
life for his country , I am p roud 
of him,” the elder Hay said, 
slowly .

France, Enright and Gresham j 
beside him. Over their grave the

French government erected a

monument; a German air raid

tion, ag ainst German Imperial­ 
ism, the scourg e of mankind. 


Mrs. Hay is the only surviving 
mother of the three. 
Enright’s 
mother died before he enlisted; 
Gresham’s mother p assed on a 
few y ears ag o.

Among 
her 
souvenirs 
that 
Merle Hay 's’ mother treasures 
today 'is a tiny rep lica of this 
battlefield monument, p resented 
to her by Ambassador Jusserand, 
war-time French envoy to the 
United States. 
“Dad and I have all our boy ’s 
letters, his identification tag, his 
watch and trinkets,” Mrs. Hay 
relates. “His last letter to us ar­ 
rived the day after we received 
the news of his death. I trea­ 
sure it more than I do my life. 
•Dad keep s the watch with 
him, alway s. I gave it to Merle 
as a reward on his 16th birth­ 
day , for not smoking. But my 
boy did not want to accep t the 
watch because, he said, he did 
not deserve it; he told me he 
had been smoking since he was 
14.” 
* * * 
» 
Merle was no different from 
any other b°y and Mrs. Hay no 
different from any other m oth­ 
er. As a y oungster, she made 
him comb his hair and wash be­ 
hind his ears when he couldn’t 
see any sense in such things, 
kissed him when she tucked him 
in bed at night, nursed him ten­ 
derly through those sicknesses 
of childhood, sp anked him when 
he needed it, loved him, worship ­ 
p ed him, and watched with sec­ 
ret admiration as he grp w to­ 
ward sturdy manhood. 
• My boy failed to come home 
on the night of May 2. 1917 , tele­ 
p honing me that he and eight 
others were on their way to Des 
Moines to enlist in the war,” she 
relates. 
Thrilled by the p rosp ect of 
war, Merle came back to Glidden 


a few day s later to say farewell 
to his mother, dad and y oung er 
brother. Then he departed for 
camp at Fort Worth, Tex ., and 
on June 13 he sailed for France 
from Hoboken, N. J. 
The last tme his mother saw 
him was when he kissed her 
goodby in Glidden that day in 
May 13 y ears ago. 
* * * 
It is not necessary for Mrs. Hay 
to go to France with other war 
mothers to visit her boy ’s grave, 
because his body was brought 
back long ago and now rests 
near the farm home that he left 
to go away to war. Just recently 
at Glidden, a little hamlet on 
the Lincoln Highway , a hand­ 
some memorial to Private Hay 
and his two comp anions was de­ 
dicated by the American Legion. 
Private Hay now sleep s in a 
small cemetery near his monu­ 
ment. 
“No,” say s Mrs. Hay , “there’s 
no need for hie to go to France. 
I have nîy boy with me. He’s 
buried just over y onder among 
those p ines.”

life.” 
He told of the work of the Le­ 
gion in looking after the dis­ 
abled, and of the interest taken 
and shown in obtaining hosp i­ 
tals for those whose lives were 
ruined in the war. “Every day 
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there are 71 world war vettrans 
in the casualty list, but newspa­ 
pers today do not list casualities 
like they did during the period 
of the war,” he said. 
The sp eaker also alluded to 
the care of widows and orp hans 
and other welfare work as a p art 
of this p rogram in rehabilitation. 
The nex t objective of the Le­ 
gion. the sp eaker said, is that of 
Americanism. “We are p ledged 
to transm it the p rincip les of jus­ 
tice, freedom and democracy mto 
all p eop les and in aJl causes,” he 
declared. He made an ap p eal for 
law enforcement, stating that 
this country had more crimes 
than foreign countries. To lessen 
crimes, he said, is one of the 
p oints on the Americanism p ro­ 
gram of the Legion. 
Another p hase of this p rogram 
deals with the y outh, he stated. 
The Legion believes in the y outh, 
he said, and he mentioned sev­ 
eral things sp onsored by the or­ 
ganization 
in 
p romoting 
the 
p rogram of the y outh. 
The 
Americanism 
p rogram 
also is one against war, he said. 
Those who have gone through 
war, do not want to see any 
more of it, nor do they want 
their children to go through 
with it, he said. Prep aredness in 
time of p eace was advocated by 
the sp eaker and is one of the ob­ 
jectives of the Legion. “We sent 
our boy s over there as targets, 


untrained men, as targ ets for 
trained soldiers. Tomorrow we 
will be thinking of those thing s. 
We complain about the ex pense 
of wars but y ou cannot buy back 
i the lives of those who died in 
France,” he said. 
The third p oint in the p ro­ 
gram of the American Legion, 
Mr. Harness stated, was that of 
service. "We are p ledged to God 
and our Country ,” he said, “to 
give service in time of p eace, as 
well as in time of war.” The 
service rendered is that of ser­ 
vice to communities, as well as 
to the state and government. He 
said that on the p rogram for 
community service there are 250 
objectives, and that each or­ 
ganization takes up on itself to 
p romote one or more of these 
p rincip les.

LABELS FOR PEOPLE. 


A police commissioner hi one of our large 


«ities recently made a statement, predicting that 
within a few years every citizen will be required 
to carry a card bearing his photograph, finger 
prints, name, address, occupation and other items 
of interest to the police. 


In other words, every individual, in a sense, 


would be considered in the rogue's gallery, so as 
to- speak. The plan is offered as one against the 
crime wave, which strikes at the larger cities, 
and may be useful hi those communities. 


We have laws against false labels on money, 


food and drugs; laws against false advertising 
of any kind of merchandise, laws protecting the 
registration of livestock and poultry. Nearly ev- 
erything from the outside world admitted to the 
American home is in some way guaranteed by 
law to be genuine. The sole exception is the 
stranger. 


It can be said for the plan that no honest man 


will object to it except on the basis of incon- 
venience. The roving crook, the motor bandit, 
the confidence man. the rum runner — every un- 
worthy man who picks a living, outside^ the law 
will condemn the identification card as an un- 
warranted assault on personal liberty. But the 
plan might drive more crooks back to honesty 
than all the prisons in the country. 


JAZZ AGE WISDOM. 


Some time ago- a national magazine invited 


the country to lock the car up for the evening, 
disconnect the radio, choke the jazz horn, use 
the phonograph as a desk, and write a code of 
morals for the modern child. The code has been 
published and widely approved. 
Here it is in 


brief: 
- "If I want to be a happy, useful citizen, I 


. must have courage and hope, wisdom, industry, 


and good hobits, knowledge and usefulness, truthf 
and honesty, healthfumess and cleanliness, help-|l 


fulness and unselfishness, charity, humility and 
reverence, and faith and responsibility." 


This is a fine code. The wisest men in any 


generation since the beginning of time could not 
have written a better code. In fact, the code is 
probably not much different from the one Adam 
and Eve carved on: the tree then- boys played un- 
der. 
The jazz age has been accused of cutting 


its lines to the past and taking aJieadlong plunge 
in the general direction of the lower regions. The 
newly written code shows that on the contrary, 
the jazz is at heart as good as any other age,,and 
better than many.

FEWER AND BETTER LAWS.' 


Voters in thfee'-fouths of the states will soon 


decide candidates for state legislatures, which 
will convene m the early part of 1931, and al- 
ready these candidates are voicing an opinion 
that a general agreement prevails that fewer, 
and better laws are needed. 


If this belief prevails during the sessions, the 


people will have won over the lawmakers, and 
there will have been an immense gain. JThere 
are too many law makers hi the United States, 
and there are too many laws. 
Federal and state 


statutes in effect number about 200,000. . If coun- 
ty, city and village ordinances be added, the total 
is estimated by legal authorities at 2,000,000, and 
the list has been increasing rapidly. 


More laws make more lawsuits. The decisions 


in federal and state courts already are so num- 
erous that each year 600 volumes are required 
for their publication. The Washington National 
Budget Committee says that "laws multiply until 
no living man can carry in his memory more 
than a very small proportion of our federal laws 
alone." 
Many of the statutes, of course, es- 


sential to protect human and property rights. 
IBut no sane observer can believe that people 
would not be able to get along with less legisla- 
tion and still be safeguarded in all essential re- 
"atioiis. Fewer laws and better ones is a worthy 
\mbition for any legislature.
